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Corridor quarrying illegal

That surface limestone excavation visible from the Cabrillo 
highway and within its protected scenic corridor is illegal, the county 
planning staff determined yesterday. 
The ruling came after an inspection by Richard Sherman, county 
zoning investigator, who toured the furrowed hillside site eight miles 
south of Lompoc, located on the San Julian Ranch parcel of Dibblee 
Poett. 
A notice of an alleged zoning violation will be sent by the county to 
Poett with a copy going to Henry Antolini and Son of Santa Maria, the 
company doing the quarrying. 
“ It appears that it is not just a simple operation comparable with 
farming,” 
assessed 
Assistant County Planning Director Carl 
Kraemer. “ Therefore, we will request that all operations cease. We'll 
give them a notice to stop work and if they contend, we’ll take it from 
there.” 


Kraemer said earlier that the top soil operation might be allowed to 
continue if it were found to be no more harmful than farm plowing. 
The greater depth of the quarrying cuts was a determining factor, he 
said this morning. 
The county prohibition will apply only in those areas of the scenic 
corridor where quarrying operations are or would be visible from the 
Cabrillo Highway. 
The 19 mile state highway (1) was added to the state scenic highway 
system in 1971, at the county’s prompting. The scenic route 
designation carried with it prohibitions on unscreened quarries or 
borrow pits within a protected corridor roughly conforming to the 
sight distance from either side of the road 
Kraemer said this morning that “ the zoning ordinance is law and so 
is the Scenic Highway Act” and that continued violations could 
constitute a misdemeanor. 
A spokesman for Antolini said this morning, though, that the rock 
concern will no longer operate in areas visible from the highway.

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
testified today that he helped hush 
up the Watergate incident and kept 
information about the burglary and 
break-in from President Nixon to 
protect Nixon’s re-election chances. 
“ Maybe in retrospect I was wrong 
(in not telling Nixon),” Mitchell told 
the Senate Watergate committee, 
“ but I thought the best thing to do 
was to keep the lid on until after the 
election.” 
Mitchell’s testimony came as the 
committee, after a 10-day recess, 
resumed its inquiry into illegal 
activities in the 1972 presidential 
campaign. 
He said he did not tell Nixon what 
he knew about the burglary and its 
subsequent cover-up “ for the simple 
reason that there was no necessity 
of scarring the President, who was 
not involved.” 
Mitchell said that not only did he 
shield 
the 
President 
from 
information about Watergate, but he 
also did not believe Nixon knew 
anything about the cover-up “ based 
on my faith and knowledge of the 
man.” 
Mitchell 
said

17, 1972, “ I formed the opinion and a 
position that 1 did not believe that it 
was fair to the President to have 
these...White House horror stories 
(involving Nixon’s top aides) come 
out during this political campaign.”

Terry Williams the high school track star recently wrapped up an 
illustrious career at Lompoc High, capped by his selection as Southern 
California prep track athlete of the year. 
Terry Williams the international competitor is about to launch his 
career. 
Williams hopped a plane to New York this morning, the first leg on a 
journey that will take him to West Germany, Poland and Russia in the 
next two weeks. 
Williams is about to become part of the 45-man 1973 AAU National 
Junior ( 19-and-under) Track and Field Team, selected on the basis of 
perform ances at the AAU^Chevrolet National Junior Track and Field 
Championships two weeks ago in Florida. 
, 
Terry won the six-mile run in Florida in a time of 28 minutes, 45.2 
seconds. The top two, three, or four finishers in each of the 19 events 
were extended invitations to the European trip. 
The team competes in Heidenheim, West Germany on July 14; 
Warsaw, Poland on the 20th and 21st; and finally, the Big One — the 
second annual AAU-Chevrolet Junior International Track and Field 
Championship to be held in Odessa, Russia on July 27-28. 
The first two meets are really glorified warmups for the big m eet in 
Russia In fact, Terry probably won t get a chance to really stretch out 
his legs until the Russian meet, in which he'll compete in the 10,000 
m eter run < m etric near-equivalent of six m iles.) 
In Poland and West Germany, Williams will compete in either the 
3.000 or 5,000 m eter run. Which means he’ll finally m eet Craig Virgin 
of Illinois, considered the top high school distance man in the United 
States this year. 
Williams has been keeping his legs in shape since his state 
championship two-mile victory several weeks ago by running about 15 
miles a day through the streets of Lompoc. 
Although he became the second fastest high school six-miler in US 
history with his win in Florida, Williams feels he can slice something 
like 15 seconds off that time. 
Which means that the Russians had best be ready to improve their 
times. Last year’s 10,000 m eter run was won by a 19-year-old Russian 
in 31:36.0. Second went to Russia’s Yuriy Kraynov (31:36.0) and third 
to Robbie Perkins, who finished second to Williams in Florida and will 
once again be on the US team.

Trevino set to tackle Troon 


TROON, Scotland (UPI) — Lee Trevino is back in 
Britain aiming to carry on where he left off last year. 
The m erry Mexican joked his way around Troon’s 7,064 
yard, par 72 course Monday, trailed by an adoring 500- 
strong entourage appreciative of every crack by the 
little m an out to win the 102nd British Open Golf 
Championship, beginning Wednesday, for the third 
straight tim e. 
The last man to win the British title three tim es in a 
row was Australian Peter Thomson between 1954-56 but 
if Trevino felt any pressure on him to equal the mark, he 
was not showing it. 
“ It doesn’t make much difference,” Trevino said. 
“ Sure, being on the verge of that makes it something 
special, but it won’t affect my game at all.” 
His performance Monday, as he went a full 18 holes 
with Chi Chi Rodriguez, underlined it. 
“ Hey, he said at the 223-yard 17th where a tuft of 
grass—all of half an inch high—stood in front of his tee 
shot, “ I’ll never get over that.” 
He was on the green in one. 
His slow-hitting game around the switchbackea wesi 
Scottish course where stiff sea-breezes whip sand eddies 
in the traps showed all the fam iliar power and accuracy 
that brought him the title at Muirfield last year and 
Royal Birkdale in 1971. 
Jack 
Nicklaus, rated the 3-1 favorite by legal

performance during a practice round Monday. 
MI didn’t play too well," Nicklaus said

Nicklaus poised on the edge of golf history. Victory at 
Troon would give him a record breaking 14th m ajor 
championship title. 
Nicklaus’s low profile approach contrasts with the 
bubbling, extrovert claim s of Trevino. 
Nicklaus’ only memory of Troon is a bitter one. It was 
his first British Open and he crawled home a lowly 34th 
with rounds that included an 80 and a 79 
Troon holds no fears for Johnny Miller, winner of the 
U.S. Open at Oakmont, Pa., last month. 
“ I didn’t see an unfair hole out there," he said after an 
afternoon practice round during which he collected 
birdies on the 5th, 6th, 7th holes. 
And Trevino holds no fears either. 
“ If there’s no wind I think I can play as well as he 
can,’’ Miller said 


Miller said he had found the Troon greens soft. “ I think 
that will be to the advantage of Nicklaus and myself who 
hit high balls, he said. 
Miller rated his own chances at Troon as “difficult." 
“ It’s a very difficult tournament to win. 
he said 
“ Somehow people expect you to win and if you don’t—il 
you tie for second or something —you might just as well 
not have been over here.” 


Miller said he would not be changing his style at all for 
Troon. 
“ I’m not changing my swing or anything. I’m just 
going to try and play sm art golf with pars at most holes.

Little League 
roundup 


Salmon fishing out of Port San Luis is fair to good, and 
acems to have settled into a near normal condition. Five 
days last week saw a total of 34 boats launched, bringing in 
60 fish. This does not include party boats. 
Checking in with Skip Sato we found he also went fishing. 
Seems as tho the Diablo was having some work done on the 
radio, so he turned over the few custom ers he had to Johnny 
Wilson of the A.B.C. and accompanied them on the trip. 
Who limited out with three large salmon? Skip! 
Bottom fishing good as usual. Seas have been cutting up 
at times, and most of the fishing is taking place nearer 
home, off Mus.sel Hock, out on the Seven Mile reef, and the 
Pechoarea. 
Fishing out of San Simeon has been fabulous, with lim its 
easily taken, with a day and a half-day boat going out from 
the pier. 
In the Ventura-Hueneme area calico and sand bass have 
been taken in large quantities, with the sea around Anacapa 
Island being one of the hot sports. Halibut are still around 
but are not prolific. 
About 15,000 striped bass were tagged by the DFG in the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta this spring. Although final 
figures are not ready, the tagging will be considerably 
below last y ear’s figure, mostly on account of boat 
unavailability. About 750 fish were tagged with $5 rew ard 
tags. 
Creel checks last year showed about 32,000 stripers 
caught, a record number for the project. The studies are 
aimed at establishing a baseline from which to evaluate 
how future changes in the Delta environmental condition 
will 
affect 
striped 
bass, 
and 
to 
determ ine 
which 
environmental conditions control bass abundance. This is 
all part of he continued program in cooperation with w ater 
development agencies to assure that the striped bass 
population 
is 
protected 
during 
w ater 
development 
program s in the Delta. 
Anglers harvest about 17 per cent of the population in 
1969, 12 per cent in 1970, and 16 per cent in 1971, all within 
the safe range of harvest rates. All anglers are asked to 
turn in all tags to the DFG with pertinent information about 
the catch, in order to help assure the future of the striped 
bass. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake reports that trout fishing is fair, with best 
action trolling in deep water. Some nice catches of catfish 
also being made, with black bass fishing on the slow side. 
Lopez Lake finds bass fishing on the slow side, with trout 
mostly taken trolling or bait fishing in deep w ater around 
the dam. There is no doubt but the fish are there. Some 
6,000 were stocked last month by the county, with fish 
running about two to the pound in some cases. The average 
action from bank fishing was poor, except in certain holes. 
Anglers who know the lake are getting fish, but they know 
the right spots. The carp situation is still bad, and 
apparently the DFG cannot, or will not, do anything about 
it. Gold fish are also really plentiful. 
Crappie are beginning to show up also, and some nice 
ones nave been caught. Where they cam e from, no one 
knows They may have been in the Arroyo Grande Creek 
prior to the dam being built, as there were beaver dam s in 
the ranch beyond the old location of the county park, which 
is no doubi where the blue gill and bass cam e from. None of 
the warm w ater fish were officially planted, but what took 
)lace 
in the creek prior to the lake could be anyone’s 
)usiness! 
Fishing at M argarita Lake eased up during the hot spell, 
except for bass fisherm en with “ know how.” Crappie are 
hitting hard around stum ps and brushy spots. 
Whilst 
we 
had 
no 
word 
from 
Nacimiento 
Lake 
headquarters, local anglers who took in the long trip were 
well rewarded with lim its of white bass and catfish. Black 
bass not quite so easy to take. The white bass were hitting 
on small lures, best action away down the lake past Bee 
Rock Catfish hitting on anchovies. The DFG is stocking the 
lower Nacimiento River with trout and we are given to 
understand access is still through Camp Roberts. However, 
before taking the long trip, it m ight be well to call the local 
warden for inform ation — so far none has been published. 
BOTULISM 
The y ear’s first outbreak of botulism among w ater fowl 
has taken m ore than 200 birds on the Kern National Wildlife 
Refuge 
Biologists were quick to note that losses were 
confined to a single 90 acre field, and that dead birds were 
being picked up and disposed of to arrest the outbreak. 
In the Tulare Lake Basin, one of the state’s traditional 
botulism hot spots, the barley harvest was proceeding, and 
pre-irregation of the fields begun. An estim ated 6,000 w ater 
fowl were seen feeding here. Flooded lands of this type 
have been a focal point of botulism in the past. So far there 
have betm no indications of the disease in this area. The 
DFG said that, in a change this year in farm ing practices in 
the area, the barley will be replaced im mediately with 
safflower This m eans that w ater will stay on the fields 
only a few days, probably not long enough for conditions to 
develop that would promote botulism. 
Personnel from the DF(i and the U S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service are using aircraft and air boats in surveillance and 
control work in the San Joaquin Valley.

Or to put it 
another way, in adversity there is always 
opportunity, public relations-wise. 
For 
example, 
the 
Highway 
Users 
Federation, which is not dedicated to the 
disuse 
of 
the 
nation’s 
streets 
and 
highways, reports that according to a 
study 
it conducted, 
buses and cars 
carrying two or more persons provide the 
most economic means of commuting. 
When 
all 
economic 
costs 
were 
considered, including the captial costs tor 
purchases of the vehicles, parking costs 
and all costs related to construction, 
maintenance and operation of highways 
and facilities for bus and rail transit, rail 
transit trips were found to be the most 
expensive of all means of commuting 
(except for an automobile carrying only a 
driver). 


Thus the best answer to the problem of 
traffic congestion, as well as the gasoline 
pinch, may be to “ pool it.’’ 
Another organization, the Recreational 
Vehicle Institute has also put out a release.

Disturbed at reports that many people 
are reluctant to plan summer vacations 
and weekend trips out of concern for the 
energy shortage, or are delaying purchase 
of recreational vehicles for the same 
reason, it claims that a family on vacation 
with a recreational vehicle uses less than 
one-fourth the amount of energy consumed 
at home. 
“ A family of four living in an average­ 
sized home normally uses around four 
times more electricity and natural gas 
than the same family on vacation," says 
the 
Institute’s 
president 
Robert 
L. 
Stewart. 
And as far as gasoline is concerned, he 
points out that with 1973 pollution control 
equipment, 
there 
is little difference 
between a 1973 sedan and a medium motor 
home or a car towing an average-sized 
travel trailer. 
Where this leaves the person with a 
large-sized motor home or both a 1973 
sedan AND a car towing an average-sized 
travel trailer is not quite clear. 
Maybe we had better think about pooling 
our vacations, too. 


The Dean memo 


There is a case to be made for Mr. 
Nixon’s declining to enter into a 
dialogue 
with 
the Senate 
investigating committee, though I 
find it formalistic. There is no case 
at all. that I can see, to delay 
presidential 
comment on 
the 
exchange of memorandums between 
Charles Colson and John Dean; and 
in particular, the memorandum 
from 
John 
Dean 
to 
John 
Ehrlichman, which will go down in 
the history of syntax, if not in the 
history 
of 
politics, as 
the 
memorandum on Maximizing the 
Incumbency. 
Thus 
it 
began, 
with that perfect 
fidelity to bureau­ 
cratic 
pomp 
so 
appropriate to the 
bloated ego and the 
diminished 
mind 
“ This 
memor­ 
andum 
addresses 
the matter of how 
we can maximize 
the 
fact 
of 
our 
incumbency 
in dealing with persons known to be 
active in their opposition to our 
Administration.” Get that ‘‘our 
Administration.” 
And 
he 
was 
addressing, in this memorandum, 
the two top officials in the Nixon 
staff: Robert Haldeman, the chief of 
staff, and John Ehrlichman, the 
chief adviser on domestic political 
affairs. This wasn’t the cleaning 
woman then, addressing the night 
watchman 
at 
the 
Metropolitan 
Opera, referring to “ our production 
of Aida.” The memorandum went 
on: “ Stated a bit more bluntly — 
how we can use the vailable Federal 
machinery to screw our political 
enemies.” 
Mr. Dean suggested a modus 
operandi. “ Key members of the 
staff (he named top presidential 
assistants) could be requested to 
inform us as to who they feel we 
should be giving a hard time. The 
project coordinator should then 
determine what sort of dealings 
these individuals have with the 
Federal Government and how we 
can best screw them (e.g. grant 
availability, 
Federal 
contracts, 
litigation, prosectuion.etc.)” 
In other words, a citizen pop up in 
the “ project coordinator’s” radar 
screen whenever he came into 
contact with a government agency. 
He might be a business man seeking 
to deal with the SEC, or the FCC, or 
the FTC, or the CAB, or the OEO, or 
the DOD, to limit to a half doz,en the 
hundreds of executive agencies with 
which a business man might need to 
deal. Or he may be a journalist, 
filing his tax returns with the IRS, 


or seeking the aid ot an Embassy 
abroad on assignment. 
And finally Dean acknowledged 
the need to proceed with his plan to 
persecute people who are hostile to 
Our Administration with some care. 
“ I feel it is important that we keep 
our targets limited., low visibility of 
the project is imperative... we can 
learn more about how to operate 
such an activity if we start small 
and 
build.“ 
Build 
means, 
presumably, to expand the list of 
people to be “ screwed’’ by the 
Nixon 
A dm inistration 
for 
insufficient servility to it. 
I have lodged a lawsuit against 
people 
who 
use 
the 
term 
imprecisely, a fact 1 mention only 
for the purpose of drawing attention 
to the noly precision witn which I 
think the term needs to be used. 
Dean’s memorandum was an act of 
proto-fascism. 
It 
is 
altogether 
ruthless in its dismissal of human 
rights. It is fascist in its reliance on 
the state as the instrument of 
harassment. It is fascist in its 
automatic assumption that the state 
in all matters comes before the 
rights of the individual. And it is 
fascist in tone: the stealth, the 
brutality, the self-righteousness. It 
is far and away the most hideous 
document to have come out of the 
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,an't afford any more home improvements — 
do you think this is, the Western White 
House?"

Watergate investigation. 
And the most serious, surely. 
Here, one repeats, is a document 
circulating 
around 
the 
offices 
immediately contiguous to the Oval 
Office of the President. There is no 
record, so far, that Mr. Haldeman 
or Mr. Ehrlichman took offense at 
Dean’s memorandum, or that Mr. 
Colson did, who takes offense at the 
drop of a hat. No record of a 
repudiation of it from any of the 
dozens of White House staffers 
among whom it circulated. 
Never mind that for a minute. Of 
course, we must assume that Mr. 
Nixon had not seen it. But we must 
assume that he has seen it now, a 
document written by his official 
Counsel, to his principal assistants. 
Why does he not denounce that 
document 
and 
the 
thought 
it 
embodies? 
There 
isn't 
anything 
in 
the 
doctrine of the separation of powers 
that makes it inappropriate for the 
President 
to 
comment 
on 
a 
document issued from the bosom of 
his household, simply because that 
document was unearthed by another 
department of government There is 
no reason for Mr. Nixon to delay in 
denouncing — except one, which I 
decline to consider. 


The Peripheral Canal 


Just how much has Congressman 
Jerry Waldie’s opposition to the 
Peripheral Canal cost the taxpayers 
of California? 
This is the canal which will 
transport 
water 
from 
the 
Sacramento River 
to 
pumping 
plants near Tracy 
to augment 
supplies destined for Los Angeles 
and other parts of the state. It was 
planned as a joint state-federal 
program essential 
to both the 
Central Valley and State Water 
Projects. 
That it is essential for the 
protection of fish and wildlife in the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta has 
been testified to by leading water 
resources and 
conservating 
authorities. That it is necessary for 
good quality water is certified by 
the water officials. 
Waldie has been an opponent of 
the project dating back to his 
service 
in 
the 
Assem bly 
representing Contra Costa County. 
Wnen he was elected to Congress 
from the same area he took his 
opposition to the canal with him. 
And he has been most effective in 
Washington 
blocking 
federal 
appropriations for the canal. 
Waldie 
now 
aspires 
to 
be 
Governor. 
He 
announced 
his 
candidacy two years ago and has 


been spending most of his time since 
then in California campaigning for 
the office. Despite his excessive 
absences 
from 
Congress 
his 
opposition 
to 
the 
canal 
has 
continued to be sufficient to hold up 
federal participation. There are 
those who feel he will find this most 
difficult to explain to those in areas 
outside of Contra Costa County. 


For the canal will be built. The 
state has already acquired the 
rights 
of 
way 
for 
it. 
Water 
Resources Director William R. 
Gianelli announced just recently 
that design work on the canal is 
proceeding “ on the basis the state 
will construct it without federal 
participation.” 
His figures indicate the cost will 
exceed $300 million. Half of that was 
to have been paid by the federal 
government. 


The 
cost 
would 
have 
been 
considerably more but Gianelli 
pulled a coup. The State Division of 
Highways 
needed 
fill 
for 
construction of Interstate Highway 
5 near the canal right of way. 
Ginaelli worked out a deal to furnish 
the fill thus avoiding digging costs 
and costs of additional land for 
disposal of the diggings. 
And it may be that in the final 


analysis 
the 
cost 
of 
Waldie’s 
opposition will be minimized. For 
Ginaelli is planning a canal which 
will be readily adaptable to meet the 
joint needs of the state and federal 
projects. 
“ With this approach,” he said, 
“ federal participation would be 
feasible at any time, making it 
possible to derive the full benefits 
from the Peripheral Canal.” 
“ Ultimately then the state would 
receive full reimbursement from 
the federal government for its share 
if it decides to participate. A similar 
arrangement was worked out in 
connection with the San Luis dam 
project.” 
If Gianelli did not have the vision 
to 
anticipate 
eventual 
federal 
participation however the state 
could have ended up footing the 
whole 
bill with the taxpayers 
burdened with a parallel federal 
canal at a later date. 


Gianelli’s position is supported by 
his predecessor on the job William 
E. Warne who recently declared: 
“ Unless 
something 
stops 
California, California cannot halt 
her water resources program. We 
should not waste time and energy in 
fighting each other. There is so 
much work to be done.”

Speaking of labor problems in the 
grape industry, Boyd Bettencourt, 
local grape grower and secretary of 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
River 
Water 
Conservation District, doesn’t have 
any, 
A couple of years ago he and a 
neighbor took a flyer so to speak and 
went into wine grape production. It 
was a gamble in the early days but 
is showing more promise now. 
1 don’t know all the details, but he 
tells me that the latest thing in the 
business is an automatic machine 
that runs up and down the rows 
actually vibrating the grapes off the 
vine and into a collector device. 
High frequency vibrations are used 
to dislodge the grapes. 
He 
and 
his 
neighbor 
were 
reportedly the first 
in the Santa Ynez 
Valley area to go in 
for grapes. Hereto­ 
fore it had been 
thought too cold in 
the 
area 
in 
the 
winter. 


The details are not too clear, but I 
learn reliably that the residents of a 
Vandenberg 
Village 
area 
got 
together and all agreed to sell or 
dispose of one car per family. It all 
came about apparently because 
streets had become clogged with 
cars that couldn’t fit in the garages 
or in the driveways. As one resident 
described it, you could walk for 
blocks just treading on the tops of 
cars; they were that close together.

last Saturday to honor Louis A. 
Baker on his retirement from the 
Air Force, and to give him a send off 
for a projected career as a civilian 
optometrist.
